a list of about twenty-five names. We wrote to them all and 
pretty soon back in the mail came piles of material—infor- 
mation about their firms, pictures, and magazine stories of 
houses they had done, and so on.

red pepper sauce. For sweets, small éclairs. Cut down this 
menu, add hot or cold soup, and you still have a handsome 
way of catering to private preferences. 

It’s fun to have a hint of summer around even if you seem to 
be rushing the season.

How and where to buy 


contemporary 
prints 


BY NAN R. PIENE 


A young art historian whose special field is Gothic architec- 
ture told me recently that, since he obviously cannot collect 
medieval churches, he has heen buying, for several years now, 
contemporary prints. A non sequitur, possibly, but one that 
reflects the spectacular renaissance in printmaking that has 
been gathering force in the U.S. and Europe for nearly ten 
years. (After all, the young man could have been collecting 
Gothic woodcuts.) As a result, nearly all of us can afford to 


put together lively collections of original contemporary art 


for relatively little money. Artists want it that way, or they 
wouldn’t be making the prints. 


An original print is not a reproduction of a painting от 


drawing. It is the fruit of a medium, really a group of media, 


that use a reproductive process—printing—to make a series 
of nearly identical originals, The basic rules of the game have 
changed somewhat since the days of Diirer and Rembrandt 
and boil down to these: First the artist creates the image he 
wants on a surface that will be inked and pressed against paper 
to make the print. Then he either does the printing himself or, 
more commonly, he supervises and approves each print as it 
is pulled from the press by experienced craftsmen, 

The conventional sign of the artist’s approval—one to 


look 


whic 


for when you are buying—is his signature or initials, 


1 he usually writes in pencil on each print, along with a 


number—for example, 7,50, indicating that this is the seventh 
print pulled in an edition limited to fifty impressions. After 
that fiftieth impression and some previously pulled sheets 
called “artist's proofs” have been printed, the metal or stone 
plate or stencil on which the artist originally made his image 
is destroyed. 

Some devoted print buffs concentrate on collecting prints 
that exhibit special quirks of the process itself. For example, 
one collector I know is fascinated by several editions of Pi- 
casso’s recent erotic engravings that show big slashes or Xs 
across the sheets. Picasso clearly intended these lines to de- 
stroy or cancel the plate before it was ever used to print from. 
then he changed his mind, incorporating his engraved slashes 
into his design as part of a sorcerer’s beard or a woman's thigh. 

Picasso’s splendid new engravings notwithstanding, the 
most popular print media among younger contemporary art- 


ists are two that lend themselves well to the rich color and col- 


lage typical of contemporary painting: lithography and silk- 


screen printing, which is also called serigraphy. 
To make a lithograph, the artist draws with a greasy

The printer treats this stone chemically so that when he rolls 


it with ink, the ink adheres only to the sy drawn areas. At 


this point the plate is ready to have a sheet of paper pressed 
firmly upon it. Usually a number of proofs are pulled before 
the artist and printer are satisfied that the image is transfer- 
ring correctly from the inked stone to the paper. The artist 
may want to add to or subtract from his image midstream or 
to modify the colors of the inks he has selected. 

Because lithography presses are large, expensive pieces 
of equipment and because proper treatment and inking of the 
stones and handling of the presses require sophisticated 
craftsmanship, artists nearly always go to special workshops 
to make lithos. 

In fact the establishment of the Tamarind Lithography 
Workshop in Los Angeles in 1959 is partly responsible for the 
current print renaissance. By the late fifties lithography was 
almost a dead art in the U.S., although a few European print- 
ers, such as Mourlot in Paris—which has just opened a New 
York branch—were still continuing the tradition. Tamarind is 
a nonprofit studio that emphasizes close collaboration between 
printer and artist, and it has trained or substantially expanded 
the training of many printers who have gone on to open their 
own lithography workshops and publish many of the editions 


we buy today. 


Silkscreens or serigraphs are an up-to-date version of the 
age-old process of repeating an image by using a stencil over 
and over. Today they are usually made like this: The artist 
creates his image, perhaps by painting or spraying on a clear 
glass plate, perhaps by making cutouts or collages, or perhaps 
by using “found objects” like newspaper photographs, as 
Andy Warhol did for his famous silkscreens of Marilyn Mon- 
roe. The artist's image is then exposed to a photosensitized 
piece of thin fabrie stretched on a frame. The fabric, or silk,

the silk. This is a far less bulky and complicated process than 
lithography, and thus a number of artists have their own silk- 
screen presses and act as their own printers. 

Conversely some artists cheat, with lithos as well as with 
silkscreens, by simply sending off colored drawings to a print- 
er and letting him make the image on the stone, plate, or sten- 
cil. The result is something closer to a reproduction than to a 
fine print. The easiest way to avoid prints made in this man- 
ner is to buy the work of shops and artists known to respect 
the rules, 

Where does one buy contemporary prints? One place to 


begin is at museum sales desks and rental galleries, which in- 


creasingly are stocking them, So are some department stores. 
Dayton’s Gallery 12 in Minneapolis and the J. L. Hudson Gal- 
lery in Detroit are both professionally run galleries. 

A growing number of prominent galleries that did not 
bother to handle prints at all a few years ago have returned to 
the European tradition of devoting a distinct part of the gal- 
lery space to prints by artists whose painting and sculpture 
they show and by other artists as well. Among them, in New 
York, are the Lawrence Rubin Gallery, 49 West Fifty-seventh

Frequently, these days, fine printers are also the pub- 
lishers of editions, In other words, they invite a certain artist 
to make an edition at their presses at their expense, paying him 
for his time, or paying a percentage on each print they sell, or 


sharing the edition with him. These printer-publishers then 


sell wholesale to galleries and retail to the public from their 
own showrooms or, very often, by mail. Most send out mail- 
order catalogues that reproduce the stock and are usually very 


informative about how the prints were made. A simple written 


request puts one on the mailing list, but often the catalogues 
cost a few dollars. 

Among the most interesting and adventurous printer- 
xublishers today are Gemini G.E.L., 8221 Melrose Avenue, 
Los Angeles, where Robert Rauschenburg recently finished a 
series of lithos on the moon landing; Hollanders Workshop, 
ne., 195 Chrystie Street, New York, favored by painters Sam 
Francis and Ellsworth Kelly; Universal Limited Art Editions, 
West Islip, L. L, М.

Another major and long established source is the Associ- 
ated American Artists Gallery, 663 Fifth Avenue, New York. 
Its stock, often of representational prints by artists who con- 
centrate on printmaking alone, is enormous, and its mail-order 
catalogues are sent out frequently. 

It is well worth getting the catalogues of European out- 
lets, too. They carry work rarely seen in the United States, at

exotic ambiance. There is no country in the world where ap- 
preciation of beauty is so completely a way of life, so inbred 
in all levels of society as it is in Japan. Where else would you 
see a vase of fresh flowers artfully arranged on a column in a 
crowded subway station or in a public rest room? Where else 
would a busy steamship line adjust its schedule to make 
“Maple Season” excursions to view the changing leaves? (On 
the famous Inland Sea near Osaka, the Kansai Kisen Kaisha 
Company arranges Maple Viewing Tours to Shodo Island, 
where the autumnal trees and landscape are especially beauti- 
ful.) In what other country would a hard-headed businessman 
close his shop and take off at the height of the tourist season 
to hunt pine mushrooms? Such events are commonplace in 
Japan. 

To absorb this different culture quickly often frustrates 
the short-term visitor. The best way to make the transition, in 
my opinion, is to stay at a ryokan, a traditional Japanese inn. 
In its architectural simplicity. both inside and out, the ryo- 
kan epitomizes the beauty of Japan—each path, each stone, 
each floral arrangement is a work of art. Any innkeeper worth 
his salt (or shoyu) assumes that every guest is a connoisseur, 
so details must be perfect.

EXCURSIONS FOR EXPO VISITORS 

If you are making a provincial excursion, the efficient Jap- 
anese Tourist Bureau will book you in advance so you are 
assured of reservations at country inns, and reservations are 
almost essential. Many provincial inns are leery of foreigners, 
fearful that they will not be comfortable in Japanese-style ac- 
commodations. JTB does much to pave the way and insure a 
pleasant stay. 

For a change of pace from exciting, futuristic Expo, 
many interesting side trips can be made easily from Osaka. It 
is only a short train ride to Miyajima and the extraordinary 
“floating” shrine, which at high tide seems to be bobbing on 
the waves. (The Issaen ryokan across the water at Miyajimay- 
guchi wins my award for one of the loveliest inns in Japan.) 


On the return trip, you can stop at Hiroshima to visit the 


Peace Museum, perhaps а “must” for Americans. Also near 
Osaka is my favorite town of Kurashiki, sleepy, rural, evok- 


ing memories of feudal days, yet with five new museums of 


compelling interest. Nara, thirty minutes by express train 
from Osaka, was Japan’s ancient capital, and its numerous 
shrines, temples, and parks attest to its centuries of glory. 

For an art lover, no trip to Japan would be thinkable 
without time spent in Kyoto, just forty minutes from Osaka, 
and considered Japan's artistic center. Wherever you stay in 


Kyoto—and the choice of good inns is wide—you will proba- 
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bly spend much time in the old Gion, or geisha quarter. At 
night, along the lazy, willow-lined river, with lights twinkling 
at the little tempura bars, this quarter is as romantic as a scene 
from The Tale of Genji. Geishas, ornately dressed and made 
up, clatter along the narrow cobbled lanes on their wooden

spersed with geisha >s, And everywhere is that rich 
smoky scent of burning wood that one learns to associate with 
nocturnal Japan.

to Tokyo’s Shibuya district. With its ancient broad-beamed 
ceiling, enormous floorboards, three-story high, steep gabled 
roof, and accouterments of farm life, you get a feeling of Ja- 
pan's rural past. 

The Furusato's chawan-mushi, a steamy egg custardy 
concoction filled with bits of chicken, ginkgo nuts, and vege- 
tables is a unique dish. The tempura here is another delight, 
with rural overtones, using big, round green shiso leaves

crisply fried as one of the vegetables. The waitr 
bright country costumes, and each evening at 7:30 and 9, 
country dances are performed. After dinner, your waitress 
will be happy to give you a tour of the entire building, includ- 
ing the loft and the collection of fascinating old farm imple- 
ments, which are so beautifully made they are like “found” 
sculptures. 

Another Japanese culinary experience is to eat at one of 
the mingei restaurants called Zakuro. I have never encount- 
ered such beauty in a restaurant chain before. Each restaurant 
is decorated in the mingei or folk art tradition, with lively 
wood-block prints by venerated printmaker Shiko Munakata 
and richly glazed pottery by Hamada. A specialty is mizutaki 
(literally, food cooked in water), beef or chicken steamed in 
a broth made from seaweed and dried bonito. The fun is in the 
dips—when the meat is cooked, you pop it into any number of 
special sauces, some hot, some sweet. 

To see a wide range of mingei I would suggest you visit 
the Folk Art Museum in Tokyo, where there is a staggering 
collection of handerafts that have been part of Japanese life 
for centuries, yet, because of their simplicity and timeless de- 
sign, seem contemporary. The Japan Times, an English lan- 
guage newspaper, in its column “What’s Going On This 
Week,” lists art exhibits and you will find there frequent 
mingei exhibitions, often at leading department stores, such 
as Matsuya and Takashimaya. In Tokyo you should also visit 
the Takumi Craft Shop for a thorough view of mingei objects 
—hand-stenciled rice papers, delicate basketry, beautifully 
made household utensils, tie-dyed fabric by the yard. Better 
still, if you go to Kyoto, stop in at the Yamato Craft Shop. The 
range is similar but larger and the prices considerably lower. 

In focusing your attention on the traditional, you might 
tend to overlook the new, yet there is probably more design 
ferment in Japan today than anywhere in the world. For a 
peek at the latest in contemporary design, it is worth a visit in 
Tokyo to the Design Center and Craft Center Japan in the 
Maruzen Bookstore. Both showrooms funnel new designs from 
all over the country. The Design Center shows crafts from 
every prefecture, but CCJ is more specifically interested in 
contemporary design and even has a panel of top designers to 
select those deemed worthy of production and the CCJ label. 
I found particularly appealing the trim-lined, cast-iron birds 
on pedestals, small sculptures really, and the simple bronze 
vases in timeless shapes. 

Wherever you may go in Japan, whatever the season— 
and during Expo is certainly a most exciting time—there is 
more to see and absorb than one visitor can hope to grasp in 


a lifetime. I recommend beginning as soon as possible.

Notes of a happy 


housekeeper 


BY MARY ELIZABETH FALTER 


Last summer we planted enough shallots for a bumper crop, 
the idea being to produce a supply that would last all winter. 
We like them much better than onions for cooking and season- 
ing, but keeping shallots any length of time is sometimes a 
problem. If you store them in an airless cupboard, they may 
mildew and even rot. We spread ours out to dry in the sun for 
several days, then put them in a French lettuce basket, and 
hang them on the pot rack above the island counter in the 
kitchen. Every week or so I give the basket a shake so the shal- 
lots in the middle work their way out to the sides where the air 
will keep them dry and firm. And hanging from the pot rack, 
they’re right where the action is. 

One of the most versatile staples we keep in the house 
is that bland-looking plastic tube of Vaseline petroleum jelly. 
It certainly belongs on any list of classic housekeeping aids 
along with baking soda and Castile soap. We use Vaseline (a 
little goes a long way) to keep the hinges working smoothly 
and noiselessly on the refrigerator, cupboards, card tables, 
waffle iron, electric broiler, oven, etc. I smooth a bit of it onto 
each hinge with a Q-Tip, then open and close the door several 
times to work the jelly in. It's also useful for making suction 
fasteners hold tightly and for sealing paint cans (a little spread 
on the rim of the can) so they will be air tight but not stuck 
forever. Some friends of ours coat the chrome fixtures in their 
mountain house with Vaseline when they close it for the winter 


—keeps the chrome from pitting. And they say it’s a good 


idea to put a thin coating of Vaseline on the threads of electric 
light bulbs that are used out-of-doors because they tend to 
rust in their sockets, which makes removing and replacing 
them a frustrating chore. 

It’s some time since I first heard about Axion, but only a few 
weeks ago I did get around to trying it. Experimented first 
with some lipstick stains on an old napkin, using a half-hour 
soaking period instead of soaking it overnight. With a little 
gentle persuasion from a soft complexion brush, the spots 
disappeared like magic. Axion is that rare bird, a really new 
kind of product: not a soap, not a detergent, not a bleach 
(the directions tell you to be sure not to use a bleach with it 
since that would prevent the Axion from working properly). 
It's an enzyme-based preparation that loosens spots and 
soil before the regular washing by hand or machine. I’m sold 
on the stuff and have new hope now for some old faithfuls I 
thought were quite beyond redemption—Tommy’s older play 
shirts, for instance, and the cotton trousers Tom wears for 


gardening.

Since the house itself is modern, what made you de- 


cide on traditional interiors? 


Mrs. du Pont: To begin with, I feel that really good architec- 


ture should be able to contain everything—pale or strong col- 
ors, traditional or contemporary furniture.

He also credits “a minia- 
turê ecology here that helps take care of things—a cricket, lady- 
bugs and tiny spiders I never see. So, no aphids.” 

His desire to-grow alpines, though he had no place at all lo 
put them, inspired the 10-foot shelves with Sedum spectabile (a 
burst of pink when it blooms) at the crown, lavender harebells 
near the base, and rows of other alpines and such familiar succu- 
lents as Echeveria (hen-and-chickens). Shelves are redwood; the 
back is waterproof plywood. Each shelf is canted and flush with 
the front but stops short of the plywood by 2 inches. This pro- 
vides pockets for planting and a vertical layer of earth at the 
back. A plastic sheet between plywood and brick wall prevents 
seepage. A daily trickle of water from a concealed hose run to the 


top keeps these plants as happy as if they were in mountain crev- 


ices. For rooftop gardening, Mr. Beadle favors lightweight soils. 
Sharp-drainage perlite with humus and a lot of lime for alpines. 
In other beds, vermiculite and peat moss with superphosphate 
and other nutrients. “Youd think plants would turn up their 
noses at artificial mixes. They love it.” Another discovery: asbes- 
tos-cement planters make wonderful fish ponds for small gardens. 
With a cork placed firmly in the drainage hole, Mr. Beadle’s pond 


zlints all summer long with goldfish and water lilies.

esigner Gaston Berthelot is a Frenchman who lives in New York Ci t vacations as often as he can in Tunisia, where

he built a house overlooking the Mediterranean near the village of Hammamet. “Guidebooks tell you,” he says, “that life 

in Tunisia is magical and exotic. But even more it’s as relaxing as anything I’ve ever found, and that’s why I like it. I also 

like Tunisian houses, and mine is a composite of ageless traditionalisms—but, with all the modern comforts.” These he made 

absolutely sure of by designing the house himself, helped with technicalities by photographer David Massey so that the inner workings of 
Moon House, as it is called, “would be as slick as plumbing and wiring and planning can be. I’m there mostly from May to November, enter- 
tain a lot—it's a wonderful house for parties—and do my marketing in Hammamet, where they have everything from glorious fruit to the 
vegetable dye that Schiaparelli put on the map as Shocking Pink.” Seen from the road, the house, 1, dazzlingly white, massive (for 
coolness, the local builder insisted that the stucco-coated stone walls be 2 feet thick) and topped with a rising-moon dome that gives the 
house its name. Climbing over a recessed arch, an outside stair leads to the roof, 2, where a canopy-awning is stretched on crescent- 
finialed poles. At one end of the koubba, or living room, 3, a cushioned banquette is built into a niche. “Everything possible is built in. 
It makes for less clutter, more coolness.” In a terra-cotta-paved courtyard, 4, a reflecting pool, its fountain turned off, doubles as a hot- 
day luncheon spot. Tables and benches are half-immersed, and guests eat with their bare legs in the water. (Continued)

In the Tunisian tradition, Moon House is half-cloistered, half-sun 
worshiping. “I shuttle back and forth,” says Mr. Berthelot, “from cool 
seclusion to sunshine, flowers, and sea air.” And so do his guests, who 
have their own little house, 1, and walled courtyard. Separated from 
the main house by gardens and a citrus grove, this pavilion also houses 
the garage and a small central court. In the main house, the living room, 
2, is vaulted with a great dome, paved with Roman marble from Car- 
thage. “For parties, I fill it with candles. The room looks more roman- 
tic, and people love it. The built-in banquettes in the two corners make 
wonderful conversation wings for the fireplace.” A living-dining room, 
the loggia, 3, is curled into an L at one side of the house and extended 
by a terrace fringed with succulents, geraniums, canna, marigolds, car- 
nations, and jasmine—my magic carpet.” Totally sequestered, the 
master bedroom, 4, vaulted, very simple, has a wall of lattice-doored 
closets made, like the furniture, by a local carpenter. Open to the sky, 
the guesthouse inner court, 5, is “primarily a breakfasting spot with

style.” The next meal of the day may be a luncheon in the loggia, 6, with 
people seated on floor cushions. “With low tables, it’s easier.” Out at the 
entrance gate, 7, a tiled plaque inscribed in Arabic tells you where you 
are: Dar el Qamar—the House of the Moon.

If using bell peppers hold the peppers on a 
fork over a gas flame or electric burner until 
the skin blisters. Wrap in a damp cloth and 
leave 30 minutes, then peel, cut off cap, and 
remove seeds. Slit the poblanos lengthwise 
and remove stem, seeds, and veins. 

Sauté onion and tomato in olive oil until 
onion is golden. Add pork and beef and sauté 
until brown, crumbling meat with a fork. 
Drain off excess fat. Add raisins and pine- 
apple and simmer 5 minutes. Remove from 
fire and add bananas and pecans. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper. Stuff peppers and 
replace caps. 

Beat egg yolks until thick, then beat 
whites until they form stiff peaks. Fold into 
yolks. Dip peppers in flour, then into the egg 
batter, If you are using chiles poblanos, these 
can be secured with toothpicks although the 
batter usually seals them effectively. Keep 
warm in a 250° oven until serving time. Serve 


with tomato sauce. Serves 6. 


Note: Chiles poblanos are used in Mexico in- 
stead of bell peppers. Dried chiles poblanos

A TIJUANA SUNRISE is a punchy eyeopener: For each 
drink, pour 14% ounces of tequila into a cocktail shaker with 
41% ounces of fresh or bottled orange juice, a dash of Angos- 
tura bitters or a couple of drops of créme de cassis or grena- 
dine—just enough to give an orange blush or a rosy glow. 
Shake well with ice and strain into old-fashioned glasses or 
stemmed wine glasses. 

Rum and gin acquire a piquant new flavor in Mexico 
where they are served with coconut water from a coconut 
shell. Cut off the top of a green (unripe) coconut with a large 
knife, pour in 1 jigger of light rum or gin, taste, and if the 
coconut is very watery, add more liquor. Sip through a straw. 


For a fresh and delightful Italian apéritif, as served by 
Countess Willaumez (her Italian lunch menu is on page 
136), put 3 ice cubes in a tumbler and fill !4 with Punt e Mes. 
Add a dash each of light French vermouth and Campari and a 
squeeze of lemon. Garnish with a lemon slice. 

Or for a super Salute pour a tablespoon of Campari over 
an ice cube in a goblet and fill slowly with champagne. 


The Julian Robinsons (see page 134), like many Eng- 
lishmen, enjoy a CLARET LEMONADE as a refreshing summer 
lunchtime drink. 

2 teaspoons powdered sugar 

Juice of 1 lemon 

2 ounces claret 

Mix powdered sugar and lemon juice together. Fill a highball 
glass with shaved ice, add lemon juice and—leaving enough 
room to float claret on top—water. Garnish with wafer-thin 
slices of orange and lemon and a cherry. 

For a LEMONADE SHANDY, another drink from England, 
combine lager beer with tart lemonade, half-and-half. Serve 
cold but with no ice. 


The Caribbean is home to a group of sweet thirst quench- 
ers. Mr. and Mrs. Charles Horth in St. Croix (see page 
140) serve a MANGO DAIQUIRI: In a blender, whiz together 1 
cup mango purée, 2 tablespoons lime juice, 2 tablespoons 
sugar, 3 ounces Ronrico light rum, 1 ounce Curacao, and 2 
cups of crushed ice. When mixture is smooth, serve in tall 
glasses. Serves 2. 

For a PINA COLADA, whirl in a blender 2 ounces of coco- 
nut cream (the liquid of grated coconut when squeezed 
through cheesecloth), 4 ounces pineapple juice, and 2 ounces 
golden rum. Pour into a highball glass and trim with a pine- 
apple stick and a cherry. Or use Holland House's Piña Colada 
Cocktail Mix for a speedy version. 

A light, nonalcoholic fruit drink for summer served by 
Mrs. Elisabeth Ortiz (see page 136) is MANGOADE: 

2 cups ripe mango, coarsely chopped 
(or canned mango drained) 

14 cup sugar, or to taste 

2 cups water 

1 teaspoon grated orange rind 

2 cups orange juice 

l6 cup lemon juice 


In a blender, reduce the mango to a purée. If it is at all stringy, 
press the purée through a sieve. Combine the sugar, water, 
and orange rind in a saucepan and heat, stirring until the 
sugar has dissolved. Cool and add to the mango purée and 
fruit juices. Refrigerate. Serve in tall glasses over ice cubes. 
Serves 6. 
For peanut butter addicts, the Caribbean offers a PEANUT 
PUNCH: 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
10 cup water 
2 cups milk 
6 tablespoons peanut butter 
Sugar to taste 
Mix the cornstarch and water and pour into a small saucepan. 
Add the milk, peanut butter, and sugar to taste and cook, stir- 
ring with a whisk over moderate heat until thoroughly mixed 
and thickened. Cool and refrigerate before serving. Serves 2. 
Although this is traditionally served as a soft drink, 
rather like a nonalcoholic eggnog. the Peanut Punch is even 
more delicious when 4 ounces of a good dark rum are added. 


From Turkey comes another creamy lunch drink, the 
AYRAN—this recipe from Mrs. Neset Eren’s The Art of Turk- 
ish Cooking (for some of Mrs. Eren’s favorite lunchtime 
dishes, see page 133). 

Place !/ cup yoghurt in each glass, stir to a smooth paste. 
Add %4 cup ice-cold water gradually and stir constantly. Add 
salt to taste, mix well, and refrigerate until serving time. 


The creamy drink with a yoghurt base from India is the 
Lasst. Well-beaten yoghurt is diluted with water and often 
sweetened to taste. For an extra pungency, Mrs. Elisabeth 
Ortiz adds a little ground cardamom. 

Another appetizer from India, a TAMARIND DRINK is made 
by soaking 10 to 12 shelled tamarinds in 2 quarts of water 
for several hours. Then strain and add sugar to taste. This 
recipe makes 6 to 8 servings. 


Mrs. Beatrice Dabney, for an extra-special Parisian 
lunch, (see page 133) serves champagne as an apéritif. An- 
other French preprandial drink is the CHAMPAGNE COCKTAIL: 
Soak 2 small sugar cubes, one in Benedictine, one in créme de 
cacao. Place them in the bottom of a champagne flute and 
fill with chilled Bollinger Brut or Extra Dry Champagne. 

Not quite so special, but very French: Pernod on the 
rocks with a twist of lemon. Or Dubonnet straight or half-and- 
half with dry vermouth, and served on ice with a twist of 
lemon—or in a martini as a substitute for vermouth. 


In Spain, where the drink is sherry, it is mixed with 
sweet vermouth, half-and-half, to make a light, sweet apéritif. 
Sherry replaces sweet vermouth in a Spanish version of the 
Manhattan and is also used in a vodka martini. For a sum- 
mery lunch drink it can be served on the rocks with soda. Or 
pour 3 ounces of dry fino into an ice-filled glass, add a squeeze 
of lime or lemon, and top it with tonic. Or again, serve amon- 
tillado over shaved ice with a lemon twist. 

Yet another Iberian specialty is a SPANISH COBBLER: Fill 
a goblet with shaved ice (or two-thirds full of cracked ice). 
Add 1 teaspoon orange juice, fill up with a fino or amontil- 
lado. Garnish with a slice of orange and crushed mint leaves.
